MYSTERY 
OF THE 
9/11 FLAG 

VANISHED FLAG FROM FAMOUS PHOTO 
RETURNS TO GROUND ZERO

NEW YORK — An American flag raised 
at ground zero on Sept, n in a defining 
moment of patriotic resolve took its 
place at the site Thursday after disap- 
pearing for over a decade. 

The 3-foot-by-5-foot flag took a sym- 
bolic and curious journey from a yacht 
moored in lower Manhattan to the 
smoking wreckage of the World Trade 
Center, then to a firehouse about 2,400 
miles away in Everett, Wash. —and now 
to a glass case at the National Sept. 11 
Museum. A TV show, a mysterious man 
and two years of detective work helped 
re-establish its whereabouts. 

“In a museum that’s filled with such 
deeply powerful artifacts, this newest 
of artifacts is certainly one of the most 
emotionally and historically powerful,” 
museum President Joe Daniels said as 
the display was unveiled Thursday three 
days before the 15th anniversary of the 
terror attacks. 

The flag’s absence, he said, “just felt 
like a hole in the history of this site.” 

The flag is the centerpiece of one of 
the most resonant images of Ameri- 
can fortitude on 9/11. After plucking 
the flag from a nearby boat, three fire- 
fighters hoisted it amid the ashen de- 
struction as photographer Thomas E. 
Franklin of The Record of Hackensack, 
N.J., captured the scene. The picture 
inspired a postage stamp, sculpture and 
other tributes. 

Meanwhile, the flag was signed by 
New York’s governor and two mayors 
and flown at Yankee Stadium, outside 
City Hall and on an aircraft carrier near 
Afghanistan— except it wasn’t the right 
flag. It was bigger, and by 2004, the 
yacht’s owners had publicly broached 
the error. 

By then, officials had no idea what 
had happened to the real flag. 


They were in the dark until Novem- 
ber 2014, when a man turned up at an 
Everett fire station with what is now the 
museum’s flag, saying he’d seen a recent 
History channel piece about the mystery 
according to Everett Police Detective 
Mike Atwood and his former colleague 
Jim Massingale. 

The man, who gave firefighters only 
the name “Brian,” said he’d gotten it as 
a gift from an unnamed National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Administration 
worker who’d gotten it from an uniden- 
tified 9/11 widow. 

The detectives gathered surveillance 
video and circulated a police sketch, 
but they haven’t found the man or been 
able to confirm his explanation of the 
flag’s provenance. DNA tests of mate- 
rial found on electrical tape wrapped 
around the flag’s halyard didn’t match 
the firefighters or other people known 
to have handled the flag. 

But a forensic expert analyzed dust 
on the flag and halyard and found it con- 
sistent with ground zero debris. Mean- 
while, the detectives scrutinized photos 
and videos of the flag-raising and con- 
sulted one of the yacht’s former crew 
members to compare the flag’s size, ma- 
terial, stitching, hardware and halyard. 

Taking all the evidence together, “we 
feel it’s very likely the one captured in 
the photo,” said Massingale, now with 
the Stillaguamish Police Department 
on the Stillaguamish Tribe’s reservation 
in Washington. 

The yacht’s owners, Shirley Dreifus 
and the late Spiros E. Kopelakis, were 
so surprised when first told the flag 
might have resurfaced that Kopelakis 
wondered whether the call was a prank, 
Dreifus said. She and Chubb insurance 
donated the flag to the museum. 

A documentary about the flag’s re- 
covery is set to air Sunday on History.

His job is: Be a quick learner, taking cues from 
Pernell McPhee in particular. If Floyd fits that 
bill, the defensive line and linebackers probably 
will be the Bears’ strength this season. 

Quotable: “I’m disappointed that happened, 
but I’m not mad at him. He didn’t do it on pur- 
pose. But it has retarded his development a 
little bit. In spite of everything, he’s about as 
ready as he can be.”

JOSHSITTON 

offensive lineman 

Acquired: Signed as a free agent earlier this 
week. 

You might know him because: He admira- 
bly protected Green Bay quarterback Aaron 
Rodgers for the first eight years of his career, 
earning three Pro Bowl nods. 

His job is: Simply showing up immediately up- 
grades the Bears’ offensive line, and that’s only 
a slight exaggeration. Sitton’s durability and 
experience are godsends on a team in short 
supply of both at that position. 


Quotable: “It didn’t have anything to do with 
sticking it to the Packers. More familiar with the 
division, close to where I was. I like the weather 
up here. We had a few other teams interest- 
ed. It’s too damn hot in the South.” -Sitton, a 
Florida native, putting to rest any notion that 
signing with the Bears carried any tinge of re- 
venge whatsoever 

AKIEM HICKS 

defensive lineman 

Acquired: Signed as a free agent in March. 

You might know him because: He collected 
one of seven sacks of Cutler in New Orleans’ 
31-15 win over the Bears in December 2014. He’s 
also not ashamed to belt out Miley Cyrus or 
Justin Bieber songs, as everyone discovered 
during practice in June. 


His job is: Make quarterbacks extremely un- 
comfortable. The Bears were tied for 22nd in 
the NFL last year with 35 sacks, which must 
improve at least slightly if the team is going to 
sniff the playoffs. 

Quotable: “He’s got brute strength ... and I like 
the effort he plays with.” -Fangio 

DANNY TREVATH AN 
and JERRELL FREEMAN 

linebackers 

Acquired: Both signed as free agents in March. 

You might know them because: Trevathan 
played under Fox in Denver. As for Freeman, 
he has that classic underdog story working 
for him. He played at the University of Mary 
Hardin-Baylor (yep, we had to look it up, too), 


then spent three years in the Canadian Football 
League before signing with Indianapolis in 
2012 . 

Their job is: Remind Bears fans of Brian 
Urlacher and Lance Briggs. Not that anyone 
expects them to be Hall of Fame-caliber, but a 
city with a history of fierce linebackers hasn’t 
found anyone to take their place. If they show 
a few signs of filling that void, Bears fans can 
rest easier. 

Quotable: “I think we can be at the top. 

Possibly the best pair in the league. The way 
me and Free look at it, we’re already pushing 
for that.” -Trevathan, showing an inspiring 
amount of confidence 

CONNOR BARTH 

kicker 

Acquired: Signed as a free agent earlier this 
week. 

You might know him from: Honestly, you 
probably don’t, unless you picked him up on 
your fantasy team after the Bears released 
Gould. 

His job is: To be consistent. Gould missed 
a field goal and two extra points during the 
preseason, and that’s when the pressure’s off 
and conditions usually are favorable. He also 
missed six field goals in 2015. 

Quotable: “He’s an experienced kicker. He’s 
kicked in big games. And if you look at his track 
record, especially under 40 yards, he’s ex- 
tremely accurate. And there’s a sureness in that 
that I respect.” -Pace, who must be thrilled the 
extra point kicks weren’t moved beyond 40 
yards 
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For all the criticism 
Jay Cutler has taken 
since he came to the 
Bears, 2015 didn’t feel 
like a disaster. 

Although no city 
builds statues for 
quarterbacks who 
throw for 21 touch- 
downs and 11 inter- 
ceptions, lowering 
expectations helps 
soften the blow when 
the Bears finish 6-10 and last in the NFC 
North. (Sorry for reopening that wound.) 

In other words, while he didn’t save the 
season, he didn’t set it on fire, either. Which 
sets him up perfectly for a bounce-back year! 

The Bears, like every other team in the 
NFL, have the league’s unpredictability 
working for them. Maybe. Sometimes parity 
really is a b-word, like when the Bears went 
from the Super Bowl in 2006 to missing the 
playoffs the next year. 

^et climbing back into the postseason— 
never mind building a dynasty at this point- 
should be just what Chicago fans need right 
now. 

So to give Bears fans hope entering 2016, 
look to these Chicago sports siblings for 
inspiration. 

2010-11 Bulls 

Like Bears coach John Fox, Tom Thibodeau 
took over for a coach in Vinny Del Negro, 
who never seemed like he had the train on 
the tracks. Even with a couple of playoff ap- 


pearances to his credit. 

Things were much different under Thibs, 
who like Fox is about defense, defense, 
defense. The Bulls’ result in 2010 -11? A trip to 
the Eastern Conference finals in Thibodeau’s 
first year on the job. 

This year’s Bears even have a Derrick Rose 
“Why can’t I be MVP?” moment, courtesy of 
ex-Bear Brandon Marshall. 

“I’ll got out on a limb and say this again,” 
the Jets receiver said in August on ESPN’s 
“First Take.” “I truly believe if Alshon Jef- 
fery stays healthy, and then you have Kevin 
White, if this rookie can come in and catch 
55-plus balls, Jay Cutler can be MVP this year. 
I truly believe that.” 

2015 Cubs 

Slowly but surely, Theo Epstein and his staff 
gutted and have rebuilt the Cubs roster. 
Combined with his reputation for breaking 
the “curse” in Boston, Chicago fans crossed 
their fingers that it was just a matter of time 
before the page was turned on a new century. 

Still, even with Epstein’s track record, the 
Cubs’ 2015 success felt ahead of schedule. 
Going from 73-89 and last place in your divi- 
sion to 97-65 and four wins from the World 
Series is simply mind-boggling. 

It took a Cy Young season from Jake Ar- 
rieta out of nowhere, a Rookie of the Year 
performance from Kris Bryant (less out of 
nowhere), some Joe Maddon managerial 
magic and a few other pieces to fall into 
place, but oh was it sweet. 

The John Fox-Joe Maddon comparison is 
apt, as both have distinct leadership styles 


and are proven winners. Now, can Pace, who 
is just a few years younger than Epstein, be 
the next football genius? 

2005 White Sox 

This is the most optimistic scenario for this 
year’s Bears, by far. Cubs fans might be tired 
of hearing of the city’s only World Series 
championship since 1917 belonging to the 
South Side, but fans of the South Siders 
definitely aren’t. 

The Sox were a respectable 83-79 in 2004, 
yet there were serious question marks on 
the pitching staff and quite a bit of turnover 
in the lineup. Those kinds of things don’t 
matter, however, when most of your starting 
pitchers have career years at the same time 
and your offense is as opportunistic as it gets. 

When you have everyone maxing out their 
potential at once, you’ve got yourself an Oc- 
tober to remember. To ballpark it, the Bears 
equivalent would be something like ... 

»Jay Cutler throwing for 30 touchdowns and 
fewer than 12 interceptions. 

»Jeremy Langford rushing for 1,200 yards. 

» Two Bears pass rushers — say Willie Young 
and Akiem Hicks — combining for 20 
sacks. 

» Linebackers Danny Trevathan andjerrell 
Freeman each recording more than 100 
tackles. 

Hold on to these good vibes as long as you 
can, Bears fans. Even if they’re squandered 
by Monday, basketball and hockey are around 
the corner, chris sosa is redeye’s sports editor.

MUSIC BOX THEATRE HOSTING DOG FILM FESTIVAL

Dogs are the stars of our hearts, and now they’ll be the stars of the big screen. The 
first ever dog film festival— yup, films exclusively about dogs— is coming to the 
Music Box Theatre in Lakeview. A dream come true, honestly 


The Dog Film Festival, started last year, is 
making its rounds throughout the country in 
12 cities, landing in Chicago on Sunday The 
festival will feature two lineups of films, with 
each program running around 90 minutes 
and 50 percent of ticket proceeds benefiting 
PAWS Chicago. 

“The films we’re showing are all about the 
bond between dogs and their humans,” said 
festival founder Tracie Hotchner, a pet well- 
ness advocate and author of “The Dog Bible.” 
“It’s basically a canine magic carpet ride.” 


Hotchner is also the founder of the Radio 
Pet Lady Network, a collection of podcasts 
and radio shows featuring veterinarians 
and pet experts talking about a variety of 
pet-related topics. She began the Dog Film 
Festival as a way to expand on the network’s 
outreach programs and give dogs their due for 
being the unsung best members of families 
across the country 

“I just have so much love for them,” Hotch- 
ner said. And people who love a species 
would hopefully love to come and experience 


that emotion together.” 

Merrill Markoe, the creator of the “Late 
Night with David Letterman” segment “Stu- 
pid Pet Tricks,” has two short films featured at 
the festival. The first, “The Lewis Lectures,” 
is an animated piece showing what dogs actu- 
ally do when their owners leave the house— 
think “The Secret Life of Pets.” The second is 
A Conversation with my Dogs,” in which the 
quick-witted comedian demands to know why 
her dogs follow her everywhere. 

“Dogs are just inherently amusing,” Markoe 
said. “They live with us in a world that means 
something totally different to them. They’re 
like exchange students from Neptune.” 

While both programs are family-friendly 
the first lineup features funny featurettes, 
from “Game of Bones” by Australian direc- 
tor Blaire Dobiecki (which is exactly what it

sounds like) to “The Hardly Boys in Hardly 
Gold,” a restored 35-mm film from 1995 that’s 
been remastered by director William Wegman. 

The second lineup features more serious con- 
tent, such as “Second Chances,” a documentary 
directed by Steven Latham about female pris- 
oners who train dogs from shelters, and other 
films about the bonds dogs can create both 
between themselves and humans and between 
humans. The second group also includes four 
films in foreign languages with subtitles.

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A meaningless waste of time 


The true story of a 
pilot safely landing 
a plane on the Hud- 
son River is remark- 
able, making it all the 
more frustrating that 
“Sully” is as boring as a 
i o -hour flight. 

What 
happens? 

Captain Chesley “Sul- 
ly” Sullenberger (Tom 
Hanks) must answer 
to investigators after he successfully lands his 
nonfunctioning plane on the Hudson River, 
delivering 155 people to safety Computer 
simulations suggest that he could have made 
it back to LaGuardia Airport without damag- 
ing the plane, calling Sully’s decision-making 
into question. 

What’s good? 

Hanks plays Sully earnestly and with humility 
giving a sense of humanity to a character 
written a little too perfectly Director Clint 
Eastwood takes a no-frills approach as 
usual, and there’s nothing flashy about his 
serviceable treatment of the story, although 
watching the plane hit the water does inspire 
a sense of awe. 


What’s bad? 

There’s a story here, but “Sully” has no idea 
how to tell it. Todd Komarnicki’s script be- 
gins after the crash, alerting us to everyone’s 
survival (in case you don’t remember from 
the news in 2009), effectively removing all 
tension when we watch the crash happen 
not once but twice later in the film. Has Sul- 
ly been drinking, or doing drugs, or having 
problems at home? No. Well, maybe there 
are problems at home, except— nope, never 
mind. No problems at all. 

Sully brushes off the idea of therapy even 
though he’s clearly struggling with PTSD, but 
the film gives that reality no weight at all. It 
would rather indulge in brief, pointless flash- 
backs to when Sully was a young pilot, or have 
us sit through four simulations of the flight 
in a public hearing, or listen to him have the 
same phone conversation with his wife over 
and over again. There’s plenty of material for 
a story here, but Eastwood and Komarnicki 
refuse to construct one. Clearly neither had 
any interest in offering deeper insights on this 
familiar headline. 

Final verdict 

“Sully” is a meaningless, toothless waste of 
96 minutes— a shame when you consider how 
inspiring the original 208 seconds must have 
been.

Morgan 

To quote a woman sitting near me 
during the screening of “Morgan,” 
“The stupid is just astronomical.” 
On every level, “Morgan” is a 
failure. It somehow simultaneously 
over-explains and under-explains 
its concept, a watered-down, 
cliched version of every “man 
creates monster, monster eats 
man” movie ever made. Nothing 
makes sense, even though 
everyone is constantly trying 
to lay things out in as clunky a 
manner as possible. At 91 minutes,

Southside With You 

Set aside the titillation of watching 
the president and first lady on 
their first date.
